PLAN TO EQUIP ROAD WITH
GAS6LINE MOVED CARS

Stockhold.r of Norwich, J.w.tt City
& Voluntown Railway Co. Adopt
Amendment to Charter Benefit.
From Road.

A stockholders' meeting of the Nor-
wich, J.wett City and Voluntown
Street Railway company was held
Monday in tbis city for the purpe of
adopting the amendment to thertr char-
ter which has been passed this
slon by the legislature, and approved
by the governor. It extends ti. tune
for building said road; The subject
was quite fully discussed by thews
particularly interested, and confidence
was expressed that the road couid be
certainly built if tho car. can be mov-
ed by gasoline. This process of equip-
ping car. (s said to be in successful
operation in several places in the
country. It rduces very materially th.t
cost of construction o the road and
the equipment of it. cars, as it does
away with all overhead work or elec-
trification of the road. -

The oarties Interested, In tills propo
sition have been very anxious that the
road should be built, believing it would
be a very great benefit to Norwich as
well as to the community mrougn
which the road Dasses. It reaches a
territory which has no public Convey-
ance. Voluntown is seven miles from
Jjwett City, the nearest railroad sta-
tion. It Is a thriving village which
has four cotton mills, fifteen or more
tores and quite a large population

Glasgo. a village a mile below Volun-
town, has a large thread mill. U is a
matter of fact that all of the ferlght
going to these five mills, as well rs th
product whioh Is carted to market, ha.
to be drawn to and from Jewett City,
which is seven miles, the nearest rail-
road station. The Voluntown mills puy
teams for their carting 310.000 a year.
Th. Olexgo mills pay 817.500. These
mills alone now pay the total sum of
327,500 a year for cartage to arid from
Jewett City. This cannot be dope for
any less. This Item would beJn-creaae- d

from year to year rather thai
otherwise. So that the earnings from
these mills alone with their present
business would be nearly 330.000 a
year. It Is estimated by parties in
that locality that the freight carrlod
outside of the mill would amount to
at least J2U.OO0 more a year, so that
It seem fair to persons conversant
with the fact that the earning from
freight alone from Voluntown and
Glasgo and the surrounding country of
these two villages would pay the In-

terest on the bond, and also the run-

ning expenses of a road, if It can be
built to run with gasoline. The pas-
senger traffic from points touched bv
this road, which includes the borough
of Jewett City, would be no small
item. So it would seem that if rhN
road is bnilt. and built economically,
it oould be made to pay good dividends
from the beginning. The matter
should be takn up and encouraged
especially by the mill owners and bv
the people of Norwich, and it la hoped
that by the time another season passes
It will be possible to go from here to
Voluntown or Jewett City by this pro-

posed road at a fare of 20 cents, which
now costs by team 32. and instead of
taking an entire day to come to Nor-

wich, a person can do It and return in
less than three houra. It is plain to
aee what the result would be as far ss
the trade with the merchants here in
Norwich is concerned.

At New Haven the Connecticut su-

preme court of error Tuesday after-
noon handed down a decision in favor
of the New - York, New Haven and
Hartford! Railroad company in the
cases of William H. Hoxie and Edgar
C. Mondou, actions in damages, find-
ing no error. In effect this means that
the court by unanimous opinion de-
clares that the employers' liability act,
passed toy congress on April 22, 190S,
is unconstitutional.

In the Hoxie case, after the railroad
as the defendant in the superior court
had set up the plea that the action In
question was unconstitutional, in the
parallel cane of Mondou, who also waa
a railroad --brakeman injured! while
coupling cars, the federal government
intervened with a plea to, upbold the
constitutionality of the act, the depart-
ment of justice being represented' bya special attorney. The argumentwere made at New Haven last month.,

Th opinion was written by Chief
Justice Ealdwln. The case was an ac-
tion of William H. Hoxie, a train
hand, for injur on the railroad of the
defendant corporation at Auburn,
Mass. The complaint alleged that
while coupling cars the plaintiff was
hurt due to the negligence of a. fellow
servant in control of antoher train
running between Hartford and1 Wor-
cester, and he claimed damages under
the federal liability act relating to the
liability of common carriers by rail-
roads engaged In commerce between
states. A demurrer to the complaintwas sustained .in judgment rendered
for the plaintiff. The decision upholds
Judge Ralph Wheeler of the superior
court, who had declared unconstitu-
tional the act in question in the Mon
dou case.

In hi. opinion. Chief Justice Bald-
win says:

The act of congress now In questioncreates a statutory right of action. It
is one not existing in comron law, nor
in chancery. It is one which, if war-
ranted by the constitution of the Unit-
ed State, may, under their generallaws regulating the Jurisdiction of the
circuit courts of the United States,
whenever damages exceeding $2,000
are claimed, be .made the subject of
judicial proceedings in the courts of
the United States as a suit of a civil
nature arising under the laws of the
1'nlted States,. without reference to the
citizenship of th. parties.

Two questions present themselves
eit the threshold of the present case.
First, is whether congress lntendel
by this act to authorize the institution
of an action under it in the courts of
the state. The second is whether, if
such were Its intentions, It had power

WANTS PRIVILEGE TO CHANGE
BRIDGE APPROACHES,

Layout Regarding New Railroad Bridg.
at N.w London B.for. L.gislativ.
Committee.

(Special to The Bulletin.)
Hartford, July 20. The New York.

New Haven and Hartford Railroad
company' lawyers have discovered
that there is in its charter nothing
which will make it possible for the
railroad to come to the railroad com
missioners of the state and ask for
approval of its new layout of approach
ea to the new railroad bridge which it
is to build Just above the present draw
bridge over the Thames at New Lon
don, and therefore a bill giving this
right has been drawn and the railroad
committee was asked at hearing held
on, it this afternoon to report this bill
as a committee measure.

It was explained by Attorneys Rob
inson and Spock for the road that he
plan is to build a new four-trac-k roller
lift bridge about 100 feet above the
present bridge and that this plan had
been approved by Major Taylor, the
engineer officer in charge of the district
for the federal government It will be
necessary to change the approaches
from those of the present bridge oh
both side of th. river, but there 1 no
present plan on the part of the com-
pany to build tracks over a new route
around back of New London and noth-
ing of that sort is covered in the bill
referred to.

The old bridge Is to be left where it
Is and to be transformed into a high-
way bridge by th. aubatitutlon qf a
roller lift draw on on. sid. of the
present swing draw, the other aid. to
be closed by a permanent span. Plans
for the whole work similar to those
which have been approved by Major
Taylor and are now before the war de-
partment for approval were displayedto the committee, of which Represent-
ative Crane of Groton is a member,
and Representative Cronin of New
London was present to look after th
interests of his town.

According to thea plan the new
draw will give a space of but ISO feet
in the clear, while th. present draw
gives a space of 203 feet on both sides
of the central pier, which seemed to
Mr. Crane likely to cause th road
trouble, but that i not the business
of the atate government. The fact that
Mr. Robinson stated that the road
didn't want the plan blocked for two
years gives reason to believe that the
new bridge is to be built soon.
